A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record In the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the Interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An inten/lew does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .11 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CPR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted In writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form Is not an attachment to a signed Offlce action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the Interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it Includes, or Is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to Include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Italian Patent No. 1,245,551 only exemplifies Epoxyprene 50 which is a solid 
internally epoxidized natural rubber, although the disclosure is open to epoxidized 
elastomers in general. Evidence comparing the claimed liquid internally epoxidized 
compound with the closest prior art Epoxyprene 50 of the Italian patent wherein the 
types and amounts of each component and the amount of epoxidized component is 
held constant would be considered. A testing of species of liquid internally epoxidized 
compounds including an epoxidized oil such as the trade names described on page 10, 
lines 21-23 and an epoxidized diene oligomer such as the trade name set forth on page 
1 1 , lines 33-35 would address the commensuratness of the tests with the claimed liquid 
internally epoxidized compound. 

It has been contended that French Patent No. 2,187,808 is confined to diepoxide 
resins as disclosed on page 2, the second paragraph. The epoxidized polyolefins dted 
in line 3 is characterized as a diepoxide resin. However, the structure of an epoxidized 
polyolefin is inconsistent with such a characterization. 

A question arose whether the French patent requires vulcanization in the 
presence of sulfur or a peroxide, although some of the examples were formulated 
without them. 

It has been submitted that Great Britain Patent No. 2.197,654 is directed to a 
thermoplastic composition which is inconsistent with the claimed tire which is operable 
only in a thermoset state. Documentation that thermoplastic formulations could not be 
formed into tires would corroborate the argument.
